Stock Being Taken of Nation’s Mu-

LONDON, Thursday, Feb, 16.,Follow- 
«jing up the announcement. of Premier 
Asquith in Commons yesterday that the 
Government was taking stock.of all its 
munitions, men, financial, and industrial 
reserves so as to be in a position to put 
forth its maximum strength, two Orders 
in*Council ‘were issued last night. These 
demonstrate that the Government is 
employing the powers, conferred on it 
by: various war measures, to tighten its 
grip on the vital resourgts of the cour 
try: 4 : 

One Order in Council. empowers -the 
Admiralty, the Army Council, or the 
Minister of Munitions to take possession 
of any war material, food, forage, or 
stores. of any description and of any 
articies requisite to their production, and 
also to take possession of any factory 
in which goods of any description needed 
for war purposes May be manufactured. 

The other Order in Council provides 
fora more stringent control of shipping 
@ {by decreeing that after March 1 no 
British ship exceeding 500 tons, except 
it ig engaged in the coasting trade, shall 
be allowed to proceed on any voyage 
unless a license to do so is granted by 
the Board of Trade.

Fire following an explosion early this 
morning totally destroyed the steamers 
Bolton Castle and Pacific and Pier 36, 
at the foot of Pioneer Street, Brooklyn. 


The flames lighted up the whole harbor, 
and were seen as far away as Staten 


Island and Greenpoint. 


A count of the crew of the’ Pacific, 
most of whom were coolies, showed that 
about twenty-five were missing, but it 
was thought many of these were fright~ 
ened and ran away from the scene of 
the fire. The toll of the Bolton Castle 
showed that five or six of her crew were 
also unaccounted for. Those who) were 
aware of the rapidity with which the 
flames spread on the Bolton Castle said 
there must have been many trapped in

Some 
economies have been made in other di- 
rections, so that the total for the quar- 
ter for artillery and munitions in reality 
is 450,000,000 francs more than the 
@mount for the first three months of 
the year, thus indicating an enormous 
development in this arm of the service, 

The appropriation for aviation is 82,- 
800,000 francs. In expenditures for en- 
gifieering material 43,000,000 francs is 
cut off, and for horses 62,000,000 francs. 
This is made possible by the fact that 
importations from the United States 
and elsewhere have reathed a. point suf- 
ficient to permit of purchases on a less 
extensive scale. It appéars from the

Prisoner Becomes Frightened. 


There had been an autopsy, Butts 
conceded, and Schroeffel had been per- 


planned, but, declared the detective, the 
failure to expose his fraudulent death 
certificate and the on to bury 
his wife, had all’ been part of the same 
plan which later was to trap Schroeffel 
+ for murder. 

The detective went on to tell the now 
frightened man that on the very day 
he was congratulating himself. that Dr. 
Schwartz had observed. nothing wrong 
in his autopsy, the police were laying 
plans to catch him.‘ A letter had been 
received at the Board of Health, said 
the detective, on Dec. 30, the day of the 
autopsy. It was.from a physician whose 
home is near Schroeffel’s and he asked 
the department to  inve te Mrs. 
Schroeffel’s death, saying it was strange 
she had died so suddenly: of pneumon 
—— se AG eee so on the — 

e very day ore and, stranger s 
that cries and shrieks. should have been 
heard in the Schroeffel flat on the night 
of her death. . 

It was this letter, said Butts, which 
occasioned the .autopsy, and, though 
Schroeffel was not o Dr. Schwartz 
discovered then that Mrs. Schroeffel had 
diegG of suffocation and probab had 
been, strangled. Then they had looked 
up the death certificate. Butts told how

Thus they had become Avinced © of 
Sehroeffel’s guilt. Other letters from 


other neighbors repeatedly had called 
attention to the screams in the Schroef- 
fel flat, and all that remained for the 
police was to trap. Schroeffel-into dam- 
aging admissions. 

So, Butts informed him, the detective 
had shadowed the man from the day of 
his wife’s burial “to Schroeffel’s arrest 
last night. He had: investigated his 
friends and his family life and was pre- 
pared now to make his charge. 


Confesses All, Police Say. 


According to the police, Schroeffel's 
terror had increased as Butts had-out- 
lined each step of the case, and when 
the detective had concluded he broke 
down and made a confession. In this, 
the police say, he admitted the quarrel 
with his wife, but said it was over a 
trivial matter and might have ended 
without the tragedy had not: Mrs. 
Schroeffel called him many names. 
Again and again, said Schroeffel, he 
told his wife to cease, and she exasper- 
ated him. beyond measure when she re- 
plied, tauntingly: 

‘You can’t make me stop."’ 

Then, the police say, Schroeffel ad- 
mitted, he seized her and threw her 
on the bed. He twisted his left 
around her neck and, put his right hand 
over her mouth. She ‘struggled and 
gasped, but he held her until she lay 
quiet and then he released her and let 
her drop to the floor. 

He _knew,. she was. senseless, but 
thought her. stilf alive, the confession 
went on, according to the police, and 
so, still being angry, he. went to bed, 
leaving. her where. she had fallen. It 
was not until he awoke at 7 o’clock the 
next morning and saw the body where: 
he had. dropped it. that he knew he had 
murdéred. his wife. The rest of the 
story he admitted, the police say, was 
as Butts had oyptlined it, and he added, 
according to them:  — 

“T/am glad this is over. It has been 
$ terrible strain. I never mednt to

When we turn to the Administration’s 
conduct, of foreign affairs incident to 
the great war in Europe we cannot 
fail to perceive that there is much dis- 
satisfaction among Americans. Some 
are dissatisfied. for specific reasons, 
some with a vague impression that our 
diplomacy has been inadequate. Dis- 
satisfaction js not in itself ground for 
condemnation. The best work of the 
diplomatist often fails to receive public 
approval at the time and must look to 
& catm review in the dispassionate 
future for recognition of its merit. 

The situation cfeated by the war has 
been difficult and trying. _Much of the 
correspondence of the State Depart- 
ment, pecially since Mr, Lansing 
took charge, has been characterized by 
accurate learning and skillful statement 
of cific American rights.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The Senate 
this afternoon, by a vote of 38 to 22, 
adopted an amendment directing a joint 
committee of the House and Senate to 
investigate Government ownership and 
operation of all public utilities engaged 
in interstate commerce.

Securities Not\Contraband, 


_Among other institutions which have‘ 
had trouble over security seizures are 
the National City Bank, Haligarten.& 
Co., and’ Zimmermann & Forshay. The 
contention to be advanced to the State 
Department is that, inasmuch as securi- 
ties have not been placed on the contra- 
band list, Great Britain has no legal 
right to confiscate those which appear to 
be of enemy origin. It will be contended 
further that the fact that a bond or 
stock certificate bears a German stamp 
does not indicate that’ it was, at the 
time of shipment from Holland or any 
other neutral country, the property of a 
German individual or institution. 

The bankers hold that inasmuch a 
bonds with German stamps may have 
been the property of a neutral for years 
before the seizure, the fact that they are 
found in mails directed to this country 
gives Great Britain no right to delay 
them for longer than a reasonable pe- 
riod, to say nothing of confiscating them. 

Those protesting will urge upon the 
State Department that a special ruling 
be made regarding securities which have 
been removed from the mails. The rul- 
ing sought provides that bonds and 
stocks known to have been confiscated 
shall be declared null and void, a step 
which would empower the issuing corpo- 
ration to substitute similar securities in 
place of those seized. 

Representatives of international houses 
brought the matter to the attention of 
the Stock Exchange yesterday.

The results of the trading were very ir- 
regular, the market reflecting the con- 
flicting effect of many conditions favor- 
able to the market and some others ad- 
verse to it. Sentiment was particularly 
optimistic in respect to the copper 
shares because of the very, high 
price to which the metal has risen, 
while on the other hand  bearish- 
ness was created in-Trespect to cer- 
tain issues by the news of recent days. 

Mercantile Marine preferred was con- 
spicuous in this ‘respect, selling off very 
sharply then rallying partly and closing 
at a net loss of 2% points.’ 

While the copper shares as a group 
attracted much attention, although they 
did not escape net declines on extensive 
profit taking, the stock which was most 
conspicuous in opposition to the” weak- 
ness of Mercantile Marine was Crucible 
Steel, which rose steadily and closed 
at practically no recession from. the 
day’s high with a net gain of 55 points. 
In this case talk of possible participa- 
tion in a new steel merger stimulated 
the buying, but the fact that’ a ‘large 
amount of stock was purchased at 
figures much higher than those now pre- 
vailing and that a large block of Cruc- 
ible was récently taken over from an 
embarrassed trading group may have 
supplied the practical motive for the 
upbidding for the stock by those who 
already held a position in it. 

The selling of Mercantile Marine, 
which began with the news of the 
abandonment of the negotiations which 
had been under way between the com- 
mon and preferred stock holders for a 
joint plan of reorganization, has been 
much enlarged in the last few days, be- 
cause of. the receipt of reports from 
London that the British war tax might 
be much higher than had been expected 
and that in addition the British Goy- 
ernment would regulate rates. The pre- 
ferred stock alone supplied considerably 
more: than one-fifth of the day’s total 
trading, which suggests the extent to 
which the readjustment of the position 
in this stock dominated the day’s mar- 
ket. .The prominence obtained by this 
issue by indirection emphasizes the fact 
that the market as a whole is in a state 
of inaction. 

The reasons for the most rédine selling 
of Mercantile Marine, while peculiar to 
that company, are typical of similar in- 
fluences which are of much wider ap- 
plication. When speculation in war 
stocks was keenest, attention was cen- 
tred on the large profits expected to 
accrue from war-time business, but too 
little heed was given to the possibility 
of various offsets which might much 
cut down the original estimates of 
profits. In the case of many manu- 
facturing cofnpanies which received war 
orders, it .has lately become apparent 
that these offsets in some cases would 
be very considerable. Now in the Mer- 
cantile Marine case, marked caution has 
been induced by the news that the net 
earnings of this company may be very 
considerably lowered in comparison with 
earlier estimatés becatisé of unexpected - 
ly large British taxes,.eupplemented by 
a scheme of regulatién which was not | 
‘foréseen when emphasis was first laid‘ 
on the remarkable change which the 
war had brought in the status of this 
company. Thus an influence recently 
made familiar in other quarters is mani- 
festing itself in modified shape in this 
case. . 

The profits of American manufactur- 
ing companies taking war orders for 
munitions and other supplies are not 
subject to European war taxes, but they

Stock Boosters Are Surprised. 


The large fraternity of ‘‘ boosters "’ of 
the International Mercantile Marine 
stocks learned to realize yesterday what 
it means when the British Government 
signifies an intention to lower Atlantic 
Ocean, freight rates. They realized, per- 
haps, that the mistress of the seas can 
carry out any reductions which she sees 
fit to make, and also that she can im- 
pose any tax, no matter how arbitrary, 
which may seem desirable. The lesson 
illustrated the fact that stock of a com- 
pany controlled wholly by a belligerent is 
liable to violent fluctuations. It was ob- 
vious that the rapid decline in the pre- 
ferred stock was due to the announce- 
ment of higher war taxes and lower 
freight rates, and not to any hitch in 
court proceedings. Sales in the preferred

| in United States Steel, and the stock sold 


all the way down to. 65%, but closed at 
68%. A few weeks ago this stock sold 
around 85. The common was weak, too, 
but made a spurt in the afternoon which 
carried it a point above the opening price, 
a feat which attracted some attention.

Crucible on -the Little Board. 

Traders on the Consolidated Stock Ex- 
change yesterday helped along the buy- 
ing movement in Crucible Steel, more 
than 24,000 shares changing hands on 
the little board. This was an unusual- 
ly large turnover for a single issue and 
the price advance reflected activity of 
buyers. At the high point of the day 
Crucible touched 83%, which was a 
fraction higher than the maximum quo- 
tation on the Stock Exchange.

Hoping for Publie’s Return. 
There are brokers who would like to 
see genuine evidence that the public is 
active in the stock market. This does 
not apply to all the commission firms 
by any means, as many are handling 
nearly as much business from “big ”’ 
outside customers as in the boom days 
of last Summer. In other quarters, 
however, public buying is not compar- 
able at the present time with that of 
November, and the customers‘ outside 
the Street are not selling either. The 
two days of this week have brought 
small turnovers of stocks, compared 
with the million-share days, and reg- 
ular traders, it is understood, have sup- 
plied the bulk of the business. 


Copper Trader is an Optimist. 


One of the most interesting figures in 
the life of Wall Street is a capitalist 
with a large personal fortune which he 
accumulated by the hardest kind of 
fighting, and which makes him today 
a factor in any large enterprise in 
which he chooses to become interested. 
He operates independently, now on one 
side and now on the other, but always 
according to his own theories. Just now
